AN ACT Relating to restitution for malicious m schief; anmendi ng RCW
9A. 48. 090; and providing an effective date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWO9A 48.090 and 2003 ¢ 53 s 71 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) A personis guilty of malicious mschief in the third degree if
he or she:

(a) Knowingly and maliciously causes physical damge to the
property of another, under circunstances not anounting to nalicious
m schief in the first or second degree; or

(b) Wites, paints, or draws any inscription, figure, or mark of
any type on any public or private building or other structure or any
real or personal property owned by any other person unless the person
has obtained the express perm ssion of the owner or operator of the
property, under circunmstances not amounting to malicious mschief in
the first or second degree.

(2)(a) Malicious mschief in the third degree under subsection
(1)(a) of this section is a gross msdeneanor if the damage to the

property ((+s—+hr-anrarpunt—exceeding)) exceeds fifty dollars.
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(b) Malicious mschief in the third degree under subsection (1)(a)
of this section is a m sdeneanor if the damage to the property is fifty
dol lars or |ess.

(c) Malicious mschief in the third degree under subsection (1)(b)
of this section is a gross m sdeneanor.

(3) I'n sentencing any person convicted of malicious mschief, the
judge shall also order the defendant or, if the defendant is a m nor,
the defendant's parents to pay restitution in an anmpunt sufficient to
fully conpensate the victimfor danmages. Paynent nust be made by the
person ordered to pay restitution:

(a) Imediately if the person is enpl oyed;

(b) By wit of garnishnent if the enployed person is not able to
pay imediately; and

(c) Under a mnmandatory paynent plan if the person is neither
enpl oyed nor able to pay imediately.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This act takes effect July 1, 2004.
